When we discuss the campus park- 
ing situation, the subject is apt to be 
a little touchy. 

To an outsider, any student com- 
plaint directed toward the regula- 
tions on the old buggy, must appear 
ridiculous and unfounded. At Purdue 
yes, or I.U., but on a campus of 1100 
students and far less cars and 1600 
open acres around the buildings 
oyer crowding is fairly improbable. 

Yet the speed situation last year 
became slightly dangerous here. 
Walking at night from Noll or Ben- 
nett, campus books were giving 50-50 
that the lone hiker would make it to 
the library. Between the night riders 
and the bunkers around Halleck 
center, he just might never be seen 
again. 

The newly initiated parking system 
was definitely a necessity and the 
dean of men made walking campus 
roads almost safe by removing the 
student cars.

If the dean of men’s office needs 
a quick $150 why don’t they earn it 
through correction of some earlier 
errors rather than legislating petty 
rules, some of them hastily devised 
at the scene of the crime.

Of course 
correcting this oversight could not 
possibly bring the immediate rewards 
of $150 in one quick night.
